Claim 30 has been rewritten as follows: 

-- 30. A method for the preparation of a metallic wire or a metal film comprising the 
steps of: 

coating, onto the surface of a base material, a dispersion prepared by a method 
comprising the steps of: 

dissolving, in a non-polar solvent, one of an organic metal 
compound of a fatty acid wherein the fatty acid is at least one member 
selected from the group consisting of Ce to C22 saturated fatty acids and 
unsaturated fatty acids, each having a linear or branched structure, a 
metal complex of an amine wherein the amine is an aliphatic amine having 
a linear or branched structure, or a mixture of the organic metal compound 
and the metal complex; 

adding a reducing agent to the resulting liquid in order to reduce the 
liquid to thus give metal nano-particles and then re-dispersing the metal 
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nano-particles, to thus control a concentration tliereof to a level of not less 
than 5% by mass and not more than 90% by mass; 

additionally while adding the reducing agent introducing, into the 
liquid, hydrogen gas, carbon monoxide gas, a hydrogen-containing gas or 
a carbon monoxide-containing gas; and 

after the adding the reducing agent, adding deionized water to the 
liquid, followed by stirring the resulting mixture and then allowing the 
mixture to stand so that impurities present in the liquid are transferred to a 
polar solvent and that the impurity concentration in the non-polar solvent is 
reduced; 

drying and then firing the coated layer of the dispersion to thus form a thin 
metallic wire or a metal film having conductivity. ~ 

Claims 34-37 have been canceled.
